2, The Lin San Unit had no gee with the Chinese Communist combat forces and 
was responsible only to the general headquarters of the Chinese Communist army 
in Peiping. The North Korean Ministry of Social Security was trying to determine 
what the status and functions of the unit would be in case of an armistice. 
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
